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Superior U.S. units 
to remain in Korea 


TOKYO (U P I) - The United States 
said today it would leave its mightiest 
combat units in South Korea for several 
more years and add more F4 Phantom 
jet fighters after the Americans begin 
withdrawing next year under the Carter 
plan. 
President Carter has pledged to South 
Korean President Park Chung Hee that 
the United States would defend Korea in 
event of aggression from the north but 
said his troop withdrawal program 
would begin as scheduled. 
Today’s move, requested by Park, 
gave teeth to that defense pledge. 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown 
delivered Carter’s message to Park in 
two days of talks in Seoul that covered 
the withdrawal and a proposed “ compen­ 
satory” m ilitary aid and credit package 
of about $2 billion. 
Before leaving Seoul today for Tokyo 
and talks with Japanese leaders, Brown 
also said South Korea would remain un­ 
der the U.S. nuclear umbrella although 
use of nuclear weapons was an “ extreme 


step” he did not feel was needed to de­ 
fend South Korea. 
A joint communique issued in Seoul 
said the United States had agreed to a 
South Korean request to leave the 
headquarters of the 2nd Infantry Divi­ 
sion and two of its three brigades until 
the final withdrawal of ground combat 
forces as late as 1982. 
The division is the largest U.S. combat 
unit remaining in Korea and the only in­ 
fan try unit there, m aintaining a 
“ tripwire” deterrent position along the 
invasion corridor from North Korea. 
In addition to leaving major combat 
elements in South Korea until the last 
stage of the withdrawal, the United 
States will also send in an additional 12 
fighter aircraft to boost the three 
squadrons of 60 F4 Phantom jets now 
based in the country. 
The moves were seen as steps to help 
maintain deterrent power against at­ 
tack, as well as boost the morale of the 
South Koreans until they receive ad­ 
ditional weapons under the aid program, 
Unionization 
of military eyed 


W A S H I N G T O N ( U P I ) - The 
American Federation of Government 
Employes told Congress today it will 
only try to organize the armed forces if 
its 700,000 members approve and if no 
law outlaws unionization. 
The Teamsters union reiterated its op­ 
position to m ilitary unions as “ imprac­ 
ticable” and said it would never attempt 
to organize the services. 
Testifying before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which is working 
on legislation to ban m ilitary unions, 
A FG E ^resident Kenneth T Blaylock 
said the union’s members are being 
polled and results will be announced no 
later than Oct. 1. 
“ I do not know what those results will 
be,” he said. 
If the decision is affirmative, he said, 
the union will “ proceed with a program 
to organize uniformed m ilitary person­ 
nel.” 
He said there would be limitations not 
found in most unions, including no right 
to strike 
Blaylock, a veteran himself and an op­ 
ponent of the present all volunteer ser­ 
vice concept, said his union became in­ 
volved only “ because m ilitary person­ 
nel came to us. We did not go to them. 
We did not advertise, publicize or 
merchandise the idea.” 


Since feelings were so divided within 
A FG E itself, he said, the membership 
was asked to vote on whether to proceed 
with organization of the uniformed 
m ilitary. 
Blaylock said the A FG E already 
represents “ several hundred thousand” 
civilian employes of the Defense Depart­ 
ment, many of whom work alongside the 
m ilitary, and “ thousands” of National 
Guard and Reserve Technicians who are 
required to be both m ilitary members of 
of the armed services and civilian 
employes of the concerned m ilitary 
department. 
If the services were unionized, he said, 
there would be no “ shop stewards in fox­ 
holes” but there would be other dif­ 
ferences. 
“ Indeed, we expect that in time of war 
or a declaration of a national defense 
emergency by the Congress, the union’s 
recognition would be suspended,” 
Blaylock said 
“ There would be no 
bargaining, even in peacetime, on mat­ 
ters that would interfere with necessary 
m i l i t a r y d is c lip lin e or c r e a t e 
troublesome divided loyalties.” 
There would be no overtime or other 
strictures when units are training in the 
field or on maneuvers. He said a union 
could serve to handle pay, benefits, 
grievances and certain legal matters. 
Shuttle's last captive 
flight conducted today 


EDW ARDS A FB (U P I) - Enterprise, 
the proposed backbone of 1980s earth- 
space commuting, went through its last 
captive flight today with only a couple 
of small problems developing in the 
dress rehearsal for next month’s first 
free flight. 


Either of the two problems would have 
been enough to abort the free flight test 
if they occurred then, Donald “ Deke” 
Slayton said after today’s 60-minute 
flight. But Slayton, in charge of the tests, 
said the scheduled Aug. 12 free flight will 
go ahead as planned. 


The problems were a faulty power sup­ 
ply sensor and the appearance of steam 
around the Enterprise. There was no in­ 
dication where the steam came from. 


The sensor problem and the steam 
probably would not hurt the flight, 
Slayton said, but just their appearance

Bolted to the top of a Boeing 747 and 
with two men aboard, the wide-bodied 
delta-wing space vehicle took off from 
this high desert test center at 7:47 a m.

Just before Enterprise landed, the 
Houston control center told the crew, 
“ The pattern looks super.” 
The tandem aircraft, space ship and 
jumbo jet along with one of the three 
needle-nosed chase planes, at one time 
glowed ruby red in the morning sun. 
Viewed on closed-circuit television, it 
looked like the spatial effects in a 
science fiction movie. 
Minutes into the flight, the shuttle 
crew shut down an auxiliary power unit 
because of a high temperature reading, 
but it turned out to be only a sensor 
failure 
The piggyback went through the usual 
test phases, including a separation dive 
rehearsal in which it glided downward 
from about 26,000 feet to simulate the 
Aug. 12 pre-free flight maneuver. 


“ That fly-through looked just great,” 
mission control told the Enterprise 
following the simulated separation. “ It 
looked to us like it came right along the 
line we had expected.” 
While the tandem craft was taxiing sl­ 
owly along the runway after landing, 
there was a bit of byplay between the 
Edwards control tower and NASA’s 747 
pilot, Fitzhugh Fulton. 
The control tower told Fulton he could 
shut down his No. 1 engine. 
“ Its been off for about two minutes,” 
Fulton said, then added after a pause, 
“ We always anticipate the obvious ” 


For the first time in flight, the 
astronauts lowered the shuttle’s landing 
gear just before Enterprise landed and it 
worked fine. 
“ Everything was the same except the 
actual separatio n,” a National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
spokesman said of today’s captive flight 


which may have problems in a Congress 
scarred by investigations of Korean 
influence-buying among its ranks. 
U.S. officials described the Koreans as 
“ obviously” concerned about congres­ 
sional reaction to the program. 
Their doubts came through into the 
final communique, in which South 
Korean officials sought to gain a com­ 
mitment that compensatory measures 
be implemented before withdrawal of 
the 33,000 ground troops took place. 
South Korean Defense Minister Suh 
Jyong-chul said the aid should come 
first, but Brown replied it should be in 
conjunction with the withdrawal. The 
final communique drafted by the two 
sides read “ compensatory measures will 
be implemented in advance of or in 
parallel with the withdrawal.” 
The South Korean concern persisted 
despite repeated reaffirmations of con­ 
tinuing commitment to South Korea’s 
defense 
These included a letter of support from 
President Carter to President Park 
Chung-hee and a statement that two out 
of three brigades of the U.S. 2nd infantry 
Division would remain in the country un­ 
til the end of the four-to five-year 
phaseout. 
“ It is the firm intention of the United 
States to continue to be a m ilitary power 
in East Asia,” Brown told a news con­ 
ference in a further statement on the 
U.S. commitment. 
Lance given 
clean bill 
on finances 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A brewing 
controversy over budget director Bert 
Lance's personal finances has vanished, 
with Lance emerging as the hero and the 
news media as the bad guys. 
Members of the Senate Government 
Affairs Committee made it clear Mon­ 
day they considered Lance to be “ honest 
..., very forthright.... honorable” and “ a 
man of integrity.” 
The news media did not fare so well. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., told a 
jammed hearing room that investigative 
reporters attempt to “ get everybody — 
that’s the name of the game today.” 
“ You (Lance) have been smeared 
from one end of the country to the other, 
in my opinion unjustly,” Ribicoff said. 
Sen. Sam Nunn, a Democrat from 
Lance’s home state of Georgia, said 
reporters are so obsessed with any hint 
of “ coverup” that they are “ in danger of 
covering up the presumption of in­ 
nocence.” 
The committee unanimously gave 
Lance a clean bill after two hours of 
questioning about his financial dealings. 
Ribicoff said the committee would not 
be involved in the situation anymore. 
"Unless something else develops, I see 
nothing further for us to do,” he said. 
The panel became involved in Lance’s 
finances when he asked it to release him 
from a written pledge he made in 
January to sell about 200,000 shares of 
stock in the National Bank of Georgia by 
the end of the year. Lance was president 
of NBG before coming to Washington. 
The committee was set to give Lance 
more time so that he would not incur a 
large loss — reportedly about $1.6 
million — on the sale. 
However, last Friday news reports 
said Lance borrowed $3.4 million from 
the First National Bank of Chicago to 
buy stock in the Georgia bank. 
Lance’s bank opened an interest-free 
account, called a “ correspondent 
relationship,” at the Chicago bank last 
December, just before Lance got the 
loan. 


Lance explained the correspondent 
relationship was "norm al” in the bank­ 
ing industry. “ There was nothing un­ 
usual about it.” he said, and it had 
nothing to do with the bank loan. 


On the issue of the stock sale, Lance’s 
trustee said Sunday in Atlanta the block 
of stock will soon be sold to an uniden­ 
tified Georgia businessman. Tom 
Mitchell of Dalton, Ga., who has held 
Lance’s stocks in blind trust since Lance 
left NBG to become Carter’s budget 
director, said Lance will repay the 
Chicago loan as soon as his NBG stock is 
sold.

OAKLAND. Calif. (U PI) - The three 
young men accused of abducting 26 
Chowchilla. Calif . children and their bus 
driver last year switched their pleas to 
guilty on kidnap charges because the 
evidence against them was irrefutable 
“ It ’s an overwhelming prosecution 
case,” public defender Lester Gendron 
said Monday, after the trio interrupted a 
pretrial hearing to enter the pleas. He 
added it was “ an impossible case to try 
in view of the evidence ” 
But the defendants, Frederick N. 
Woods IV. 25. Portola Valley, Calif., 


Jam es Schoenfeld, 25. Atherton, Calif., 
and his brother, Richard, 23, denied 
charges they inflicted bodily harm on 
any of the victims in the bizarre July 15. 
1976, kidnap — apparently designed to 
extort 85 million. 
Conviction on the bodily harm charges 
could mean life in prison without pos­ 
sibility of parole. The kidnap charges 
carry only a five-year-to-life term 
In exchange for the plea, Madera 
County prosecutor David M in ier 
withdrew 18 robbery counts.

C h r i s t i a n 
Democratic government recently signed 
a parliamentary accord in which the 
Communist Party plays a key role, said 
“ frank and constructive friendship with 
the United States” is one of the fun­ 
damental principles of Italy’s foreign 
policy.

The Corps of Engineers is 
endeavoring to get funding 
from C ongress to c o rre c t 
deficiencies in the Santa Maria 
River Levee, the Board of 
Supervisors was told Monday 
by A ssistant County Flood 
Control Engineer Robert P ar­ 
tie 
Fears of possible widespread 
flooding in the area of the levee 
and even in the city of Santa 
Maria itself — in case of a 
m ajor storm — have been cir­ 
culated recently due to known 
deficiencies in the levee, the 
board — sitting as the County 
Flood Control District directors 
— was informed 
County Supervisor H arrell 
F letch er, of Santa M aria, 
brought up the m atter, asking 
Partie how much danger there 
is. and requesting comment on 
the reports circulating in the 
Santa Maria area. 
P a rtie replied he h adn't 
heard all the fears expressed, 
but was of the opinion “ part of 
the fears at least are rum or." 
He felt fears he heard expres­ 
sed 
“by real estate people" 
about a potential flood "four 
feet deep along Main St in the 
city’ were groundless. 
But he said there is concern 
about lands near the levee being 
vulnerable 
until 
deficiencies 
are corrected 
Aim of the engineers now he 
said is apparently to get “ the 
flow of the river parallel to the 
levee ” 


Partie reminded the board 
that his office had recom ­ 
mended a building moratorium 
“ some nine or 10 months ago" 
in the level area for stretches 
both east and west of Highway 
101 
This area stretches, he said, 
from Suey Rd. on the east to 
about one half mile west of 
Highway 101 But he added that 
"we figured Highway 101 would 
do a job as barrier for water 
b reak in g out e a st of the 
highway." 
Although the area west of 
Highway 101 near the levee is 
considered safer than the east 
side. P artie said his office still 
wants to be consulted by the 
city if any building is to be done 
there. 
Partie said it was difficult to 
foresee the impact of a big 
storm on the levee, such as oc­ 
curred in the 1969 storm which 
damaged the levee. 


‘‘We could have dam age 
again,” he declared.

County assessor Bill Cook 
reaffirmed a story Monday in 
the Record on June 30, which 
disclosed that Lompoc property 
ow ners w ere in for som e 
radical upward reassessments 
of their property. 
Cook spoke to a luncheon 
meeting of the Lompoc Valley 
Board of Realtors. 
Cook appealed for help in 
spreading the word about the 
upcoming increases and for 
help in preparing property 
owners for the economic jolt. 
Homeowners will face the 
biggest increases, according to 
Cook. 
Top priority has been given to 
a reassessment program in the 
City of Lompoc, Buellton, Mis­ 
sion 
H il ls 
and 
f i n a l l y 
Vandenberg Village in that 
order. 
Notices of the increases will 
be mailed, where appropriate, 
after Jan. 1, 1978. Dollar in­ 
creases in taxes will be noted 
on tax bills sent to property 
owners in October or November 
of 1978. Cook said. 
In the story on June 30. Cook 
said homeowners in Universtiy 
Park and Crestview Terrace 
would probably experience in­ 
creases double present assess­ 
ments. 
Yesterday Cook said the 
county has experienced a 26.6 
per cent overall increase in as­ 
sessments. compared to a 16 


per cent increase last vear. 
Lompoc, which was spared a 
reassessment last year, had an 
increase of only four in assess­ 
ments as reflected in tax bills 
due this year. 
Cook said the increases coun- 
tywide increased revenues for 
government and resulted in 
previous year cuts in the county 
tax rate. Cook praised the 
Board of Supervisors for “being 
fiscally responsible.” 
Cook’s department attempts 
to meet the mandate of state 
law that requires that property 
be assessed at 25 per cent of the 
current market value. He told 
the realtors that property in the 
Lompoc area was substantially 
underassessed according to re­ 
cent sales and construction 
trends. 


He said his department was 
right on schedule in the plan to 
review assessm ents every 
three years. “We’re looking for 
typical market value.” Cook 
said after his appearance 
before the Realtors in an ap­ 
parent reference to the practice 
of disregarding sales for prices 
substantially below or above 
the average. 


Cook took office in 1972 on an 
appointment to succeed Harry 
Holmquist. who retired after 
many years on the job. In 1974 
voters re-elected Cook for a 
four-year term.

Exxon Corp. still evidently 
thinks it holds a winning hand in 
its “ poker gam e” with the 
federal, state and county of­ 
ficials in its efforts to operate 
an offshore processing plant 
utilizing tanker loadings off the 
Gaviota area. 
But top officials of one of the 
world’s 
biggest 
corporations 
have promised to draw up a set 
of conditions under which they 
would return to earlier plans of 
building an onshore treatment 
and storage facility west of 
Goleta, it was learned today. 
B oard of S u p e r v i s o r s 
chairman Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa Maria, in the forefront of 
the county’s battle to have Exx­ 
on locate its projected $36 
million plant in the county so as 
to be assured of county taxes, 
jobs and natural gas as w ell as 
crude oil production, has wound 
up a "preliminary session” 
with Exxon’s Harry Longwell, 
the corporation's top West 
Coast official. 
Now. Fletcher is preparing to 
sit down with State officials 
representing Gov. Brown at a 
followup confab Wednesday 
afternoon in the state building 
in Los Angeles. 
Fletcher was delegated 
originally by the board to ascer­ 
tain from Exxon just what it 
would take to make Exxon 
switch from an offshore back to 
an onshore plant in Las Flores 
Canyon, and let the board know 
what Exxon is proposing 
The board later delegated 
Supervisor William B Wallace, 
of Goleta, to form a team with 
Fletcher and County En­ 
vironmental Coordinator Albert 
Reynolds to sit in on key ses­ 
sions with state officials on the 
matter. 
Wallace is currently on vaca­ 
tion and was not at the board 
session Monday, after which 
Fletcher told of his activities 
Fletcher explained that Exx­ 
on's new position — if any — 
would be revealed shortly in the 
form of a written statement 
from its 
Houston, Tex. 
headquarters. 
"Exxon’s feeling is that it 
still has authorization for an of­ 
fshore facility to handle 40.000 
barrels of crude oil daily,” 
Fletcher stated 


The primary view is main­ 
tained by Exxon in its latest 
talks with the Interior Depart­ 
ment, he added 
The Federal 
permit for an offshore facility 
was granted in the closing 
months of the Ford Administra­ 
tion, and since then new 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
has expressed the feeling Exx­ 


on might 
be brought around 
with the help of Gov. Brown and 
the county to come onshore 
with the possibility of having 
Exxon and other oil companies 
operating in the Santa Barbara 
Channel sharing an onshore 
pipeline leading to Los Angeles 
refineries and cutting out 
tanker trips 
Tanker loading 
can pose the threat of channel 
mishaps as well as add to their 
pollution in the Santa Barbara 
area, it is argued. 
Fletcher said Exxon is keenly 
interested in bringing natural 
g a s a s h o r e and is “ in 
negotiations” with Southern 
California Gas Co. 
Exxon feels it has the green 
light to do this from all agen­ 
cies involved except the State 
Coastal Commission, which had

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Congress approves 
the better h a lf. 
public works bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — 
Legislation that would cut 
money for 9 of the 18 water 
projects on a White House “hit 
list’’ has won final congression­ 
al approval in an atmosphere in 
stark contrast to the furor it 
stirred. 
The bill also provides funds 
for the “death ray” neutron 
bomb and puts an end — at least 
for now — to the controversial 
Clinch River, Tenn., reactor 
project, a plant aesigned to 
“ breed” bomb-grade plutonium 
as a side product. 
In a matter of hours Monday, 
the long-fought compromise 
measure passed the House by a 
318-61 vote, cleared the Senate 
by voice vote and was sent to 
President Carter, who has as­ 
sured congressional leaders he 
will sign it. 
At earlier stages, the $10.4 
billion public works appropria­ 
tions bill was one of the most 
controversial m easures to 
come before Congress this 
year. 
It touched not only the “ pork 
barrel” water projects that win 
lawmakers votes in home dis­ 
tricts but also created a stir 
over the deadly neutron war­ 
head that kills people with 
radiation but causes minimal 
damage to buildings and equip­ 
ment 


After months of controversy, 
House-Senate conferees agreed 
last week to cut funds for 9 of 
the 18 water projects Carter 
w anted to e lim in ate a s 
economically and environmen­ 
tally unsound. 
The House originally voted to 
fund all but one of the projects 
but went along with the Senate 
version of the bill after winning 
assurance the compromise 
went far enough to avoid a 
presidential veto. 


tarter asked the Senate to 
leave neutron bomb money in 
the measure although he has 
yet to decide whether to go 
ahead on production of the 
“ enhanced radiation” weapon. 
After a long debate the 
Senate voted to ensure that if 
Carter gives the production 
okay his decision could be over­ 
turned by votes of both the 
Senate and House. Hie House 
accepted the two-House veto 
proposal, and the money for 
neutron bombs remained in the 
bill. 


The Clinch River reactor is 
technically not dead, although 
the House would have to pass a 
bill authorizing funding and 
both the House and Senate 
would need to approve money in 
a supplemental appropriations 
bill to revive the project. 


Oral diabetic drug 
banned by feds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
oral diabetic drug, which may 
have been responsible for as 
many as 1,000 deaths a year 
from an often fatal side effect, 
is being banned in the the first 
government action of its kind 
The drug, called phenformin 
and marketed for the past 18 
years under the brand names 
“ DBI” and “ Meltrol,” is being 
taken by 385,000 Americans in 
the early stages of diabetes. 
Under an order issued Mon­ 
day by HEW Secretary Joseph 
A Califano Jr , doctors have 90 
days to switch such patients to 
other drugs or control the dis­ 
ease with strict diets instead of 
medication 
Dr. Sidney Wolfe, head of 
Ralph Nader’s Health Research 
Group that took the government 
to court earlier this year to try 
to get such a ban, called it 
tragic that this drug wasn’t 
banned earlier.” 
“ Hundreds of people have 
already died as a result of use 
of this drug and as a result of 
the ban, effective today, many 
people’s lives will be spared,” 
he said. 
Wolfe has said the death toll 
could be as many as 1,000 
deaths a year. 
Ciba-Geigy Corp , which 
makes DBI, said the action 
“ could present a medical 
hazard to the many patients, 
who cannot be treated satisfac­ 
torily by other available 
agents ” 
The company said it would 
study Califano’s order to decide 
what action to take. 
Califano declared the drug an 


100 marchers 
protest judge's 
comment on rape 


LOS ANGELES <UPI> - 
Some 100 demonstrators repre­ 
senting a dozen women’s groups 
picketed the State Court of Ap­ 
peal Monday, protesting a deci­ 
sion last week overturning the 
rape conviction of a man who 
had picked up a woman 
hitchhiker. 
The decision stated it was 
“ not unreasonable for a man” 
who picked up a woman 
hitchhiker “ to believe that the 
female would consent to sexual 
relations ” 
The decision overturned the 
conviction on a legal technical­ 
ity of a faulty jury instruction, 
but Judge Lynn D. Compton 
also wrote that a fem ale 
hitchhiker “ advertises” by 
hitchhiking “ that she has less 
concern for the consequences 
than the average female.” 
"The judge typifies a lot of 
the opinion of society,” said 
Joan Robins of the Rape-Crisis 
Hotline, a group represented at 
the demonstration. 
“ He really should have given 
a warning to men that a woman 
hitchhiker is not offering ser­ 
vice Instead he warned women 
they should not hitchhike.” 
“ The language used is 
reminiscent of the sentiment 
expressed by Justice Archie 
Simonsen in Madison, Wis., who 
indicated that a rape victim had 
caused her rape by wearing 
sexually provocative clothing,” 
said Gloria Allred, head of the 
Los Angeles chapter of the 
National Organization of 
Women, another group at the 
demonstration.

Man arraigned 
in snuff' 
plot case

Human rights push 
in Vietnam urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Vietnamese who says he was 
forced to run for election to his 
country’s national assembly 
says any U.S. aid to Vietnam 
should be conditioned on the 
protection of human rights in 
that country. 
Nguyen Cong Hoan, 34, was 
invited to testify today in the 
House subcommittee on inter­ 
national organizations hearing 
on conditions in Vietnam under 
Communist rule. 
He described life in Vietnam 
now as “ just like hell,” and said 
reports from there are so dis­ 
torted the outside world does 
not know what is going on. 
“The hardships are not only 
in material life, but in the mind 
also,” he said in a UPI inter­ 
view 
He and 33 other refugees fled 
their native country in a fishing 
boat in late March They were 
picked up at sea by a Japanese 
ship and taken to Japan where 
Hoan says he was discouraged 
from making any public state­ 
ments about the policies of the 
Vietnamese government. 
Hoan flew to the United 
States Sunday for his appear­ 
ance before the House subcom­ 
mittee He expects to become 
just one more of the thousands 
of Vietnamese refugees now 
living in this country 
He said he was elected to the 
Vietnam national assembly in 
April, 1976, and attended two 
sessions of that body in Hanoi. 
He knew in advance the as­ 
sembly would have no real 


authority in running the coun­ 
try, he said, but he was forced 
to run for election, unopposed, 
or be sent to jail. 
The assembly has 492 mem­ 
bers, mostly Communists, but 
Hoan said he and four other 
non-Communists were included 
as token figures. He was 
elected from a province in 
south-central Vietnam. 
Hoan said he fled his country, 
leaving his wife and children 
behind, “ because of the very in­ 
humane operations and domi­ 
nation of Communist rule in the 
south ” 
The government, he said, 
maintains 
“ concentration 
camps and deportation camps” 
and has been responsible for 
many deaths since Communist 
control was extended to South 
Vietnam 


U S aid for reconstruction of 
Vietnam has been widely dis­ 
cussed, but as yet none has been 
authorized. Hoan said such aid 
should be used as a lever to 
pressure the government to 
protect the right of its citizens, 
particularly those who have 
been imprisoned 


As a Buddhist and university 
student in 1963, Hoan took part 
in efforts to topple the Diem 
regime. For his efforts he spent 
three months in jail, he said. 
Now, the only way he could 
return to his country would be 
with the help of the resistance 
groups who have moved into the 
hill country to oppose the new 
regime. 


Preservatives in bacon 
believed to cause cancer 


SANTA ANA. Calif (UPI) - 
Fred B Douglas was arraigned 
Monday on charges he planned 
to take pictures of two women 
being tortured and cut to pieces 
for “ snuff pornography.” 
Police in Garden Grove said 
new information had been 
developed to spur the search for 
the bodies of two women 
reported killed and dismem­ 
bered in a “ snuff” photo session 
at a strangely equipped shack in 
the desert 
Police and sheriff’s deputies 
Friday and Sunday searched 
the desert near the shack, 
where an informant said at 
least two and possibly more 
women were buried, but found 
nothing 
“ New evidence was found in 
the case during the weekend” 
involving “ a search for the 
bodies of two women,” said a 
spokeswoman for police in 
Garden Grove She would not 
elaborate 
Although the 60 officers who 
scoured the desert in 110 degree 
heat Sunday found no bodies, 
they discovered a bra and a 
pillowcase that were sent to a 
crime lab, she said. 
It was in Garden Grove, in 
neighboring Orange County, 
that the investigation began 
that lead to the arrest of 
Douglas last week by two un­ 
dercover women officers pos­ 
ing as pornography models 
Douglas, 49, of Costa Mesa, 
an upholsterer and furniture 
dealer, was arraigned on 
charges of attempted murder, 
conspiracy to commit murder 
and solicitation to commit 
murder. His bond was reduced 
from $250,000 to $150,000 but he 
remained in custody. 
Douglas' 
attorney argued 
that Douglas is “ a good family 
man” with a wife, 22-year-old 
son and a good reputation in the 
community, whose friends and 
neighbors find it difficult to 
believe the charges against 
him. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
German research scientist says 
two preservatives used in bacon 
and other cured meats create 
the “ most potent” cancer- 
causing substances now known. 
Dr Rudolf Preussmann said 
cancer causing compounds 
called nitrosamines, which are 
formed from the preservatives 
sodium nitrate and nitrite, 
should be phased out of use 
“ If I had a choice I would do 
something about my exposure 
to nitrosamines and live happi­ 
ly with DDT and cyclamates,” 
said Preussmann 
Nitrosamines come from a 
variety of sources other than 
cured meat, including air pollu­ 
tion and fresh vegetables But 
P re u ssm a n n 
s a id 
the 
nitrosamines formed from 
sodium nitrate and nitrite “ are 


among the most potent carcino­ 
genic compounds we know at 
present.” 
Preussm ann showed the 
Agriculture Department’s pan­ 
el of experts slides of dissected 
rats with tumors induced by 
nitrosamines, and said one 
study showed succeeding gener­ 
ations of rats had a higher in­ 
cidence of tumors even though 
they were not fed the material 
directly. 


The panel has been studying 
the cured meat question for 
four years and hopes to make a 
recommendation later this 
year. 
Asked what his recommenda­ 
tion would be for nitrites and 
nitrates, Preussmann said the 
government should “ try to find 
another preservative.” 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (UPI) - 
The most powerful typhoon in 
Taiwan’s recorded history has 
killed dozens of persons, in­ 
jured thousands more and 
knocked out many of the 
island’s 45,000 factories in a 
billion-dollar blow to its econo­ 
my, officials said today. 
Typhoon Thelma’s winds of 
up to 120 miles per hour slam­ 
med into the port city of 
Kaohsiung early Monday and in 
only 90 minutes cut a wide 
swath of destruction across one 
fourth of the island. 
Provincial police reported 28 
persons killed — a figure that 
was revised downward from 
earlier estimates of 31 dead — 
six missing, 3,200 injured in 
Kaohsiung alone and at least 
5,000 left homeless. 
Hundreds of soldiers were 
rushed to the stricken areas to 
search for victims in the rubble 
of destroyed buildings and to 
help survivors. Several plane­ 
loads of medical supplies were 
airlifted to the region, officials 
said.

NYC looting 
called result 
of frustration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Housing Secretary Patricia 
Harris believes New York 
City’s blackout looting cannot 
be dismissed as “ the behavior 
of animals,” because it resulted 
from frustration that threatens 
to bring a repeat of the 1967 
riots. 
“ The wish to strike out and to 
strike back was not born with 
the New York looters on July 
13, 1977,” she told the annual 
convention of the Urban League 
Monday 
The secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development said New 
York's night of violence “ shows 
why we must have an urban 
program commitment. 
“ What happened in New York 
was a painful reminder that we 
are not so far away from 1967 as 
we think,” Mrs Harris said. 
“ To dismiss July 13 as the 
behavior of animals is to ignore 
the serious warning to us of pos­ 
sible future trends.” 
She said those who ignored 
the social causes of the looting 
only emphasize the need to 
educate the public “ about the 
reality of distressed urban 
areas” where residents cannot 
be expected to behave rational­ 
ly during a crisis. 
“ If what occurred in New 
York ... is an indicator of a 
potential for urban unrest,” she 
said, “ a serious threat remains 
to the health and well-being of 
our society.” 
U N. Ambassador Andrew 
Young told the league late Mon­ 
day that it and blacks generally 
must pressure elected officials, 
particularly Congress, on a day- 
to-day basis. 
“ We lose 50-60 votes on key 
issues” because members are 
not informed of the views of 
their black and poor con­ 
stituents, he said. And in New 
York City, for instance, he said 
“ we don't have majority rule” 
because only 25 per cent of the 
people in Harlem vote. 


Lightning or bomb fails 
to cause pipeline leak 


FAIRBANKS. Alaska (UPI) 
— A four-inch thick sheet of in­ 
sulation was damaged on the 
trans-Alaskan pipeline, either 
by a small explosion or a bolt of 
lightning, it was reported to­ 
day. 
Oil flow was not interrupted 
in the $9 billion, 800-mile 
system because the steel pipe 
itself was not harmed, accord­ 
ing to Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co., officials. 
Alaskan State troopers ar­ 
rived at the scene 18 miles 
north of Fairbanks a few 
minutes before midnight and 
relayed word that an explosive 
device might have been set off 
near the pipeline 
“ They (state police) told us it 
was either an explosive device 
or lightning,” said Alyeska 
spokesman Larry Carpenter.

Board chairman L.K. Chen 
told a news conference damage 
to the power system alone will 
amount to “ hundreds of 
millions of U.S. dollars.” Other 
official sources said damages 
could reach $1 billion or more. 


A utility spokesman said it 
“ will probably take days or 
even weeks” to restore all 
power. 
The weather bureau said the 
typhoon’s winds were the 
strongest since Taiwan began 
keeping records 80 years ago. 
“They could be the worst in 
more than a century,” one 
weather bureau official said 
Officials said it was impossi­ 
ble to estimate the damage, but 
it was so extensive it will 
“ almost definitely affect our 
economic growth rate.” 


Damage and casualties in 
Kaohsiung, a city of more than 
1 million, were the worst ever 
recorded, officials said. It and 
many other cities suffered total 
blackouts but police said there 
was no looting 
Thelma was moving south­ 
west toward the China main­ 
land Monday but suddenly 
veered north toward Taiwan, 
officials said, smashing into 
Kaohsiung and overturning 17 
boats, including the 3,000-ton 
Taiwan-based freighter .

Johnstown death toll up to 60, 
clear skies give survivors hope 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (UPI) - 
The death toll in the Johnstown 
flood rose to 60 today with about 
100 persons still missing, but a 
prediction of clear skies for the 
rest of the week gave new hope 
to survivors. 
The number of bodies brought 
to makeshift morgues reached 
60 early today, hours after 13 
persons were hurt in an explo­ 
sion at the Royal Plate Glass 
Co. in downtown Johnnstown 
The Red Cross said about 100 
persons were still unaccounted 
for. 
A flood of supplies from 
donors along the eastern 
seaboard swamped relief work­ 
ers and at times complicated 
efforts to help the survivors of 
last week’s deluge. 
It was canned chicken and 
babyfood from Pittsburgh, 
cleaning supplies from New 
Jersey and volunteers from 
Virginia. Clothing inundated 
every storage facility in sight.

Buellton reverted to the days 
of oil lamps and candles last 
night as the ice cream melted 
and the freezers defrosted. 
All electric power in Buellton 
was cut off at 11:45 yesterday 
morning when an underground 
switch blew out. 
According to Pacific Gas and 
E le c tric 
spokesman K a rl 
Wellman: 
“ It was just one of those 
things.” 
Wellman said power was 
rerouted and service restored 
to about 1,000 customers in the 
eastern section of town by 1:30 
p.m. The western portion of 
town, around 300 customers, 
was without power until 9:58 
pm 


Equipment was brought down 
from the PG & E warehouse in 
Santa Maria to repair the faulty 
switch. 
The Buellton Office of the 
Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s 
Department 
reported 
“ there 
were no major problems” in 
the town during the blackout. 
Both the water pumps in 
Buellton’s wells and the cir­ 
culating system at the sewage 
plant are electric, but ac­ 
cording to a spokeswoman for 
the Buellton Community Ser­ 
vices District, “ There was no 
adverse effects” to the power 
outage. 
Since businesses east of the 
Avenue of Flags had power 
restored within two hours of the 
blackout, it was simply an in­ 
convenience to some.

Andersen’s restaurant. “ We put 
out candles.” 
The restaurant uses gas for 
cooking. 
“ We were very fortunate,” 
said a N ie ls e n ’s M arket 
worker. “ Nothing had started 
to thaw yet. If it had been any 
longer, we would have been in 
trouble.” 


Residents west of the Avenue 
spent the evening with oil 
lamps, candles and battery 
powered lights, but with no 
television or the hum of the 
refrigerator.

Sparky gets new pact but Reds still losing

Manager Sparky Anderson’s contract 
has been renewed but the Cincinnati 
Reds need a different kind of renewal. 
They’re lOVi games behind the Los

NEW YORK (UPI) — Muhammad Ali 
won’t admit it, but he may fight until he 
loses. 
More than anything else, Ali has 
always insisted he wants to become the 
first black heavyweight champion to 
retire with his title intact. But greed has 
caught him and he will take any risk to 
reach his goal of $10 million in tax-free 
bonds before he quits So far, he says, 
he’s “only got about $7 million.” 
Ali has fights lined up with knockout 
specialist Earnie Shavers (Sept 
29), 
Alfio Righetti (November) and Ken 
N orton o r J i m m y Young ( nex t 
February). Monday he was talking past 
all of them and even suggested retired 
former champion Floyd Patterson come 
back for a fast few million 
Ali’s manager, Herbert Muhammad, 
says he wishes Ali would retire right now 
rather than risk everything with a loss. 
Ali is quick to disagree that he’ll lose 
even if he goes on fighting another two 
years He says he’s got the “power of 
Allah” behind him and can’t lose. 
Maybe. But Ali also has 35 years behind 
him, 20 in the ring, and someday there 
may be punches he will be too old to stop 
Ali insists he is not motivated by per­ 
sonal greed. He says he needs the money 
to "help the people of the world, black, 
white, yellow, whatever ” He says he’s 
the “evangelist of boxing” or the “ am ­ 
bassador to the world” and his current 
mission with the Nation of Islam is to 
change the world’s image of Jesus Christ 
as a white man 
Ali’s large appraisal of himself, he 
says, is the very thing that enables him 
to continue as champion. If his ego is, in­ 
deed, his strength, perhaps he never will 
lose But even supreme confidence can 
be shattered by a right cross to the 
mouth 


Maybe Ali was just trying to con 
Shavers and the writers gathered at the 
news conference Monday. 
And Shavers could make a mistake if 
he does what he said he might. 
“ 1 won’t try to knock him out,” 
Shavers said 
“ I’m training for 15 
rounds.” 
But Shavers, no m atter what he says, 
knows his strength is in his knockout 
ability and come fight day a knockout is 
all he’ll be looking for. 
The pity for Ali, however, is that he 
might just be conning himself down to 
the end.

The New York Yacht Club 
race committee clocked winds 
Monday morning in Newport 
Harbor at between 22 and 25 
knots, gusting to 30 knots, and 
figured they would be much 
stronger offshore where the 
races are held. 
“There could be damage to 
the twelves if they went out,” 
said committee spokeswoman 
Lois Meussel Monday. “If it is 
that strong unprotected in the 
harbor, it would be a lot worse 


out there.” 
Skipper Lowell North took 
Enterprise out for practice 
anyway, to see how well the 
newest 12-meter yacht can per­ 
form in strong winds.

Steady hand of Stanley! 


Dep. Dist. Atty. David Stanley has 
been the p ro se c u to r in Lom poc 
Municipal Court only a short while, but 
he has firmly established himself in the 
view of most observers as a careful prac- 
titioneer of the legal profession. He has 
handled the preliminary hearings on a

torney; and Monday, 
he sat in at Police 
Chief J.D. Sm ith’s 
request for a briefing 
involving the arrest of 
a suspect in an arson 
case Stanley was con- 
c e rn e d 
a b o u t 
prospects of the man 
for a fair trial, es­ 
pecially in view of the great community 
interest generated by the fact that 
$50,000 worth of youth athletic equip­ 
ment was destroyed in the fire. A com­ 
munity fund-raising drive is now under 
way to replace it. 
Those were the sure things Monday as 
the suspect in the case was arraigned in 
Lompoc Municipal Court. 


Virtually as this is being written, the 
Board of Supervisors was taking formal 
note of a petition seeking an election on 
the county split and, according to 
schedule was asking the good governor 
to appoint a County Formation Commis­ 
sion. 
An election will be held on the 
question of dividing the county at 
Gaviota, but until the commission com­ 
pletes a six-month to a year’s study, the 
date of the election cannot to set. 
The sticky question facing the gover­ 
nor is whom to appoint to the five- 
m em ber com m ission. Two of the 
members must come from within the 
boundaries of the proposed new county; 
two from within boundaries of the 
remaining portion of Santa Barbara 
County; and one from outside the county. 
Those circumstances have set the 
stage for a scramble behind the scenes. 
Santa Maria Trucking executive George 
Smith, recognized leader of the pro-split 
forces, and anti-split forces, led at this 
moment by the Committee to Preserve 
Santa Barbara County, are heavily in­ 
volved in the question. Smith told this 
reporter some days ago that “the com­ 
mission can m ake or break us," 
depending, he meant, on what kind of 
economic figures it comes up with on the 
split question. 
Big questions for example will be the 
division of jointly held facilities, par­ 
ticularly those in the county seat of 
Santa Barbara. The county's equity in 
the state supplemental water program is 
another question 
There is about $4 
million involved, not to mention the 
sticky question of how the voters are go­ 
ing to decide the factors surrounding the 
importation of the state project water. 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., will appoint 
members to the commission, probably 
after consultation with Sen. Omer Rains, 
Assemblyman Gary Hart and possibly 
with Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
Some 
question of the latter’s participation has 
been raised because he has been out­ 
spokenly against the split and during his 
successful campaign to win election to 
the board of supervisors, frequently 
spoke against the split. 
That’s about the way everything sat 
until 1 pm . Monday. At that time, John 
E . S h e rm a n , p re s id e n t of the 
Vandenberg Village Association walked 
in the door and announced that he was

governor, outlining his background and 
the long career he has had in the Air 
Force, much of the time in executive 
channels. Sherman says he can devote 
full-time to serving on the commission if 
Brown sees fit to appoint him. 


The move by the Mission Hills Com­ 
munity Council to try for a service dis­ 
trict to take over the delivery of water 
and sewer services to the 800-home com­ 
munity north of Lompoc, climaxes a 
decade of unrest. This reporter recalls 
that in 1967, leading members of the 
community started a drive to improve 
their image. There were a lot of vacant 
houses and many uncertainties. 
Since 
that time the vacant houses have been 
sold, but the concerns about the water 
and sewer services have remained. In 
the past few years, there have been some 
water outages and then the state fined 
the sewer company for a spill of sewage 
into the Santa Ynez River. 
Proponents of the service district ef­ 
fort believe it would give the residents 
local control and a voice in governing the 
operations of the utilities, a voice they 
feel they do not now have.

WASHINGTON - While the Federal 
Energy Administration has struggled to 
cope with the energy crisis, many of its 
staff members have been more in­ 
terested in padding their pockets at the 
taxpayers’ expense. 
For the past year, we can now reveal, 
th e 
a g e n c y ’s 
gumshoes have been 
prow ling se c re tly 
a ro u n d 
th e 
backrooms. They have 
found evidence of a 
m assiv e rip o ff of 
governm ent funds. 
Several employes, ac­ 
cording to the allega­ 
tions, have padded 
th e ir 
s a la r ie s , 
junketed around the 
country on personal 
business and violated 
government regulations. 
All told, these employes may have 
taken the taxpayers for hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars. Yet the practices, say 
our sources, were condoned by FEA 
supervisors. 
We have had access to the agency’s in­ 
vestigative files. They show that 
timecards were often padded or forged, 
with some staff people regularly 
collecting 40 to 50 hours of overtime pay 
for more than a year. Consultants were 
paid salaries for which they did no work. 
Graduate students were hired and then 
did their school work on government 
time. Some employes even resorted to 
petty thievery, with $300 calculators 
“disappearing” shortly before they left 
for other jobs. 
The scandal began in the spring of 
1974, when the agency launched a 
haphazard effort to hire professionals 
who could develop and analyze energy 
data. 
Eric Zausner, now a lobbyist with the 
Booz-Allen research firm, was placed in 
charge of the agency’s information and 
policy section He recruited a number of 
young staffers who immediately began 
fattening their wallets, allegedly with 
Zausner’s knowledge. 
Zausner pleaded ignorance to the 
charges, saying he had not been con­ 
tacted by the investigators. He found the 
allegations “frustrating” because his 
staff was so hard-working 
Yet the staffers were most industrious 
at padding their paychecks, according to 
investigative files. For almost two 
years, say our sources, the high-salaried 
professionals collected the maximum 
overtime pay. even though they legally 
didn’t qualify for overtim e. They 
allegedly pocketed the extra cash with 
Zausner’s verbal permission. 
Many employes also took junkets and 
worked infrequent hours, claiming much 
of their work was done late at night in 
their homes. Eventually, some of their 
more scrupulous colleagues complained 
to Zausners’ successor, John Christie. 
He fired off a series of memos laying

down strict guidelines on overtime pay, 
working hours, and travel reimburse­ 
ment. 
The memos were either ignored or 
laughed off, despite efforts to stop the 
abuses. Finally, the agency’s security of­ 
fice began a drawn-out investigation, 
which was speeded up when John 
O’Leary became the new administrator 
O’Leary ordered his new inspector 
general to begin probing the internal 
wrongdoing. A spokesman assured our 
associate Marc Smolonsky that the in­ 
vestigation has “top priority” and that 
the charges are “very serious.” 
The investigators have developed files 
on about 15 different employes. The most 
serious allegations involve Jam es 
Sweeney, a top official who is now a 
professor at Stanford U niversity. 
Sweeney not only padded his time cards, 
the files allege, but charged the govern­ 
ment for job-hunting trips to Stanford. 
He also allegedly used public funds for 
taxi rides to his home and for trips to his 
parents’ home in Connecticut. 
Sweeney told us the charges are 
“ludicrous ” He denied every allegation, 
saying he had Zausner’s verbal permis­ 
sion to claim the maximum overtime. In 
any event, he insisted, he usually worked 
more overtime hours than he was paid 
for. Zausner agreed with this contention. 
Sweeney also said he was forced to take 
taxis home because he couldn’t wait 45 
minutes for the bus. 
Sweeney’s successor is David Nissen, 
who is also being investigated Yet our 
sources say Nissen is now in line for a 
big promotion 
Nissen told us the 


charges are completely false and that he 
expects the investigation to exonerate 
him. 
ANTI-CONSUMER CRUSADE - The 
nation’s biggest corporations are again 
deploying their heavy artillery to shoot 
down consumer interests. 
Having wounded the proposed Con­ 
sumer Protection Agency, the corporate 
troops are turning their fire on the 
Federal Trade Commission, where 
Chairman Michael Pertschuk has as­ 
sembled a roster of young, tough en­ 
forcers. 
Leading the charge are congressional 
lobbyists for the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. J.C. Penney, Montgomery Ward 
and Sears. The high-powered Business 
Roundtable, however, has hired former 
Nixon White House lobbyist Tom 
Korologis to fight the commission. 
They are trying to destroy a bill that 
would empower the commission to com­ 
pel corporations to relinquish evidence 
about shoddy goods or fraudulent adver­ 
tising. It would also make it easier for 
consumers to recover damages by suing 
businesses for FTC violations. 
The business lobbyists, say our 
sources, have made deceptive argu­ 
ments in a flood of literature and memos 
to vulnerable congressmen. The bill has 
twice dropped from a scheduled House 
hearing, thanks to efforts by Reps. 
Jam es Broyhill, R.-N.C., Bob Krueger, 
D -Tex., and Jam es Santini, D.-Nev. 
Senate Republican Leader Howard 
Baker, meanwhile, is trying quietly to 
bury the legislation.

Good question

WASHINGTON - Sen. John Culver, 
D-Iowa, asked a good question at the 
hearings on the sale of AWACs to the 
Shah of Iran, the enterprise which makes 
mincemeat of President Carter’s twin 
declarations about cutting back arms 
sales and honoring human rights. 


What, Culver wanted to know, would 
happen if the shah of heaven, which he 
likes to be called, should suddenly fancy 
a neutron bomb? 


Culver, the liberal heavyweight on the 
Armed Services Committee, was trying 
to focus the committee’s attention on the 
in satiab le ap p etite which C a rte r 
proposes to feed. The leader of Iran is a 
junkie who mainlines on anything that 
flies, shoots or is armor-clad. 
Richard Nixon told him he could have 
anything he wanted in the defense candy 
store. Gerald Ford saw no reason to dis­ 
appoint his best cash customer. Jimmy 
Carter, the new manager, told us last 
May that he was going to cut the business 
way back. No more “Arms, Unlimited.” 
Seven AWACs is not what you would 
call penny candy. And if Carter checks 
the Shah’s human rights credentials, he’s 
going to find out that the Shah should get 
a lecture, not a consignment of the latest 
models off the assembly line. According 
to Amnesty International, the Shah is 
holding some 7,000 political prisoners. 
Torture is routine. 
Members of the “new spirit” team are 
understandably a bit on the defensive 
about the AWAC, which is the most 
sophisticated airplane ever built.

namese. but we have no scruples about 
welshing on that particular item. The 
North Vietnamese have no oil. 
Apologists for the deal protest that it is 
not true that we give him everything he 
asks for. Why, when he wanted 200 F ll- 
18 planes, we were very firm in telling 
him they were not good for him. So when 
he comes back wanting AWACs, we real­ 
ly must oblige. 
That’s when Culver wanted to know 
what we would do if the Shah came 
around and said he had to have a neutron 
bomb. 
Culver, a former Harvard fullback 
who was chosen to carry the ball in the 
anti-Bl flight, points out that the Carter 
administration is handling the AWAC 
embarrassment in the same hole-in-the- 
corner manner that it managed the 
neutron bomb affair. 
Despite protestations of openness and 
cooperation with Congress, C arter 
seems to have made up his mind about 
the AWAC sale without observing “ the 
regular order.” Carter did not even con­ 
sult the director of the CIA, Stansfield 
Turner. As with the neutron bomb, no 
public hearings were held. It was only 
after Congress sent the General Ac­ 
counting Office, its own watchdog, out 
sniffing that Turner’s opinion was 
solicited. 
Adm. Turner, in a classified letter, 
said he didn’t think it was a good idea to 
have a plane that is not fully operational 
wandering over Iran’s long border with 
the Soviet Union. 
A defecting Iranian 
crew could give the Soviets 10 years’ 
worth of advanced technology. 
If Turner goes before a Senate com­ 
mittee in secret session this week, as 
planned, and announces he has been 
“ bom again” about the AWAC deal, as 
rumored, Carter will be in trouble for 
having repoliticized an agency that is 
supposed to be de-politicized. 
Rep. Gerry Studds, D-Mass , who is 
leading a fight in the House against the 
AWAC sale, which goes through unless 
both chambers veto it, laid out the 
hum an rig h ts co n sid eratio n s for 
colleagues. 
“ Amnesty International reports that 
there has been an identifiable increase in 
the repression of opposition within Iran 
and an extension of the activities of 
SAVAK (the Iranian secret police) to 
countries in which Iranians are living 
abroad. 
The to rtu re of political 
prisoners during interrogation appears 
to be routine practice, but prisoners may 
also be subjected to torture again at any 
time during their imprisonment.” 
The Carters suppressed any dismay 
they might feel on that score when the 
Empress of Iran came to Washington 


and was entertained at luncheon at the 
White House. There was a great deal of 
hugging and kissing and gushing over 
her, and Senate wives clucked over the 
unfortunate amount of attention given to 
the hooded Iranian demonstrators who 
dogged her path. 
Iran might not be the best place for 
Jimmy Carter to demonstrate that he is 
not kidding about human rights, but it is 
certainly among the top 10. The Shah has 
the world’s third largest arsenal already. 
The question of why he needs more 
weapons is not examined. The proposi­ 
tion that he seeks to reconquer the an­ 
cient Persian Gulf and half the world’s 
oil supply is advanced by Paul Erdman 
in an ingenious and scary new novel 
called “The Crash of ’79.” Appropriate­ 
ly, the climax is provided by a neutron- 
type bomb which the em peror has 
caused to be constructed from recycled 
plutonium. 
The Shah has been reported as saying 
the book was “crazy.” All we can do is 
hope so.
